' tations. I am no Stranger on the Main of 
America, as particularly in Virgina, Mary- 


land and Carolina, all which are in great 


want of Hands; and as theſe Colonies on 


the Main, as well as the Iſlands of Barba- 


does, Antegoa, St. Chriſtopher's, and other 
the Charibbees, produce Commodities not 
of the Growth of this Kingdom, it is our 
Intereſt that they ſhould have a greater 
Number of People ſettled in every one of

I have converſed with Perſons who came 
to thoſe Countries, Men and Women, and 
had lived thirty and forty Years, and were 
in good Health; nor is ſixty, ſeventy, or 


eighty Years reckon'd a greater Age there 


than in England: I have known ſeveral 
that have exceeded ninety. For my part, 


I have a good Conſtitution, and I thank 


God, have generally my Health; but I 
never enjoy'd it with ſo much Pleaſure, as 


I did for about twenty Years in that part 


of the World. 8 


Further, there are no Slaves among the 


white People, tho' indeed their Servants 
are generally bound for four Years, ac- 


cording to the Cuſtom and Laws of the 
IIland; yet they do not there equally ſo 

much work as any of the Common Ser- 
vants or Day-Labourers in Great Britain, 


And it is not to be omitted, that great 


Numbers, by their Induſtry and good Be- 
haviour during the time of their Service,

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If, Sir, there is not any Objection to 
be made to the Climate, and the Labour

it may be abſolutely neceſſary, to take 
away all Fears and Apprehenſions from 
ſuch Perſons, that ſome Proviſion be made 
by the Publick here, for paying their Paſ- 
ſages to the Colony they may ſeparately 
make choice of going to, as well as by the 
Publick of our Colonies, for their Encou- 
ragement on their Arrival in them ; which 
as it is certainly the Intereſt of the King- 
dom, for the one to be done here; fo like. 
| wile 1t is the Intereſt of every Plantation 1 
for the other to be done by their Aſſem- 
blies. And there is no doubt to be made, 


but the Inhabitants of our ſeveral Colonies

How exact I may be in my Calculation, - 
I know not, but I am inclined to think, 


that there are ten Blacks to one White 


throughout the Sugar Colonies: This ſeems 


to make our Settlements. more precarious 
and inſecure in time of War, or domeſtick 


Inſurrections, which I take to be againſt 


the general Intereſt of the Proprietors and 


Planters. How this comes about to be ſo,

to be paſſed by themſelves : They have 
often been preſs d to it by the Crown, but 
as the rich Men make up the Legiſlature, 
they have refuſed entering upon it. And 
therefore, I would there ſhould: be Provi- 
ſion made by Law, which tho' againſt the 
private Intereſt of many, is yet manifeſtly 
for the publick Good, that no Planters and 
Owners of Negroes, on ſevere Penalties, 
after a certain Time given, ſhall breed up 
any Negro Slave to a Trade, or to work 
in their Sloops, Boats, or Wherries, Cc. 
Such a Law would ſoon be found to in- 
creaſe our Plantations with white People, 
by encouraging them to tranſport them- 
ſelves; which would ſoon give an addi- 
tional Strength to our Colonies, and be 
many other ways advantageous to their 
true Intereſt, as well as that of Great Brz- 
tain in general, by a large.
